“THE WAR FEVER 


Continues to Burn High in the National 
Capital. 


HARRISON PREPARING HIS MESSAGE. 


Wherein He Will Lay All the Facts 
Before Congress. 


CHILE'S ACTIVE MILITARY OPERATIONS. 


The Refugees, on Board the Yorktown, 
Will Be Carried to Neutral 
Territory. 


WASHINGTON, January 18.—[Special.]— 
War with Chile seems inevitabie now. 

The president has been at work all: day 
preparing his message on the subject, to 
be presented to congress on Wednesday. 

He demed himself to ali visitors today, 
and gave every moment to the preparation 
of his message. Everything was war at 
the capitol today. Everybody was talking 
war, and hundreds of war rumors were 
afloat, many of which were true and many 
qutrue. 

One of the rumors which is known to 
be true, but which has been denied, is 
that tha government is making arrange- 
ments to transport 20,000 tons of coal toa 
convenient point for coaling American naval 
vessels in the south Pacitic. Transporta- 
tion has been secured for 12,000 tons, and 
the government wants to provide for 
8,000 tons more as quickly as possible. 

Negotiations are also pending between 
the department and the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company to transport troops to 
Chile. 


What Chile Is Doing. 

Positive information was received here to- 
day that the Chileans are entering into con- 
tracts with English and Gtrman merchants 
for war supplies. They have also ordered the 
French firm of ship builders which is construct- 
ing and arming the Captain Pratt, the Chilean 
battle ship, to rush the work and complete its 
guns, in orderthat it can be ready for use 
within four or five weeks, and in order. that 
they can getitout before the United States 
declares war and takes steps to prevent the 
Chilean government from getting it. 

The president, understanding this, thinks it 
desirabie that if there is to be a war the declar- 


_ ation should be made in time for this country 


to prevent the Chilean government getting 
bhis ship and the supplies they have ordered 
from neutral countries. 

/ Indians for the War. 

Already information has been received from 
several states that thousands of volunteer sol- 
diers can be furnisbed for active service in the 
Chilean warin the event it was declared. A 
prominent citizen and government official from 
Indian Territory stated. tonight that there 
were 20,000 Indian braves in that territory, 
‘pach one of whom possesses arms of the most 
improved pattern, who are anxious to enlist as 
volunteer soldiers in-the United States army 
and to be carried to Chile for service. There 
are also, he states, many thousands of Indians 
in the west who would be delighted to serve in 
acampaign against the little South American 
republic. This is thought to be an excellent 
idea by many of the government ofticials here, 
and in the event of a war being declared, the 
Indians, instead of being a burden upon the 
government, can be used to actual advantage. 
Indeed, we can get no better soldiers for service 
in such acountry than the Indians, and the 
government will probably aliow all that will 
to enlist, 
The Yorktown Incident. 

The new turn given to affairs by the 
refusal of the Chilean foreign minister to 
allow Commander Evans to transfer his 
men is regarded as an invitation to war. 
The commander’s spirited reply is endorsed 
on all sides. 

Orders to Commander Evans. 

Secretary Tracy this afternoon sent a cable 
message to Commander Evans, of the York- 
wown, at Valparaiso, instructing him to take the 
Balmaceda refugees now under his protection 
to Callao and jand thein there, but to use his 
discretion as to the time of his departure. 

The secretary said this afternoon that no 
orders have been sent to the Bosion at Callao, 
Contemplating any change in herstation. The 
departure of the Yorktown from Vaipariso 
would leave the United States without a 
single naval vessel in Chilean waters. The 
Yorktown could hardly make the trip from 
Valparaiso to Callao and return in less than a 
week. The distance between the two ports is 
about fifteen hundred miles. 

Ife Will Hold the Fort. 

As Captain Evans is vested with full discre- 
tion, it is not regarded as at all likely that he 
Will leave Valparaiso immediatety, aud in fact 
hot until he is relieved by another vessel, oris 
thoroughly satisfied that the condition of 
‘ffairs in Chile justifies bim in leaving the 
United States minister without the means of 
leaving that country, in the event that cireum- 
tances made it desirable or nécessary to do so. 
It is, therefore, regarded as probable that unless 
hegotiations take a decidedly favorable turn 
Within a week or so, that the Boston, which is 
dearest, will be Sent to Valparaisoin order that 
the Yorktown can safely leave that port with 
the refugees. 

It was stated most positively at the navy 
department this afternoon that no orders bear- 
ing on this subject have been sent to Admiral 
Walker at Monteviedo. 

The Salute Was Right. 

A prominent naval officer said this afternoon 
that the Chilean minister had no case what- 
®ver against Commander Evans on account of 
the salute fired in honor of the Spanish min- 
ister who atcom panied two of the refugees. In 
fact, he said Captain Evans would have been 
liable to court-martial if he had not done sO, 
as the omission would have been a violation of 
naval regulations, which require such a salute.

Activity at Mare Island. 

San Francisco, January 18.—If appear- 
ances count for anything,the navy department 
is losing no time in fitting out vessels at Mare 
Island navy yard for immediate dispatch to 
Chile should occasion require it. The steam 
engine worked ail day Sunday and began this 
morning. Attention is being paid to work on 
the Baltimore, and not a single hour isflost in 
preparing to get away. She cannot possibly 
leave the yard under a week, but is in the 
stream and is receiving coal and supplies. 

A significant fact was learned today. 
Shortly after the Baltimore arrived at the 
navy yard, each gun was provided with sixty 
rounds of ammunition This has been in- 
creased to 100. Workmen are on board, and 
her machinery is rapidly receiving a thorough 
overhauling. Her main battery is being care- 
fully looked after, and her guns are being 
regulated for the concentration of fire. 

The navy department can also be credited 
with looking after the defense of the harbor of 
Sav Francisco. For the first time in years, 
yardmen have taken themselves to the monitor 
Comanche, and her machinery is being over- 
hauled. Theorders to dock the monitor have 
been countermanded, but it is believed she will 
go into dock at the earliest practicable mo- 
ment. The orders are believed to have been 
countermanded, owing to the expected arrival 
of the Charleston from San Diego, and she 
will receive attention first. 

The Baltimore Injured. 

‘Officers of the yard are displeased with reports 
with regard to the Baltimore’s having been in* 
jured by going aground. She was not dam 
aged in the least, and the oflicers declare the 
statement that she run on rocky bottom is en- 
tirely without foundation. Officials at the 
yard are somewhat reticent about matters per- 
taining to the expected war. It is not disputed 
that the dry dock is to be kept for the Charles- 
ton, which will arrive Wednesday. She will 
be floated at once and her wants attended to. 
The general opinion here is that the govern- 
ment proposes to have every vessel made 
ready as quickly as possible, and there appears 
to be some foundation for the statement that 
steam will be gotten up on the monitor 
Cemanche. If such proves to be the case, it 
will be the first time in 
nearly twenty years. The opinion is 
that the department evidently means busi- 
ness. Forty-eight hours will be sufficient 
time to do al that is necessary on the Com- 
anche. The latter is a single-turreted monitor, 
carrying two fifteen-inch smooth-bore guns, 

The wooden warship Mohican is astream, 
her repairs being completed, and is ready to 
put tosea on short notice. It is understood 
orders have been issued for the Mohican to 
proceed to Panama, but this has not been con- 
firmed. 

The statement published here this afternoon 
cites thata number of naval oflicers on this 
coast have received orders by telegraph to 
report to the admiral on the Pacific station for 
special duty. A.large force of men are fitting 
the wooden ships Adams and Ranger for 
service. 


DIED ON THE SAME TREE. 


One of Bob Sims’s 
Lynched in Alabama. 

Mosivez, Ala., January 18.—Harry Hinton, 
the negro implicated by Bob Sims asa member 
of the gang that participated in the massacre 
of the McMillin family in Choctaw county, 
and who was captured near Demopolis, Ala., 
two weeks ago, was sent to Choctaw county 
jailat Butler Thursday last, and the sneriff, 
apprehensive of mob violence, gave it out that 
he died of wounds received while being cap- 
tured. This story was found tobe untrue, 
however, and last night the negro was taken 
from jail by a mob and hanged to the tree on 
which Bob Sims, Thomas Savage and twosons 
of Con Savage were hanged. 

Itis said thathe madea confession, im- 
plicating other parties. Goods taken from Mc- 
Millin’s store were foundin Hinton’s house. 
Neal Sims, Bob’s brother, the only male 
member of the family now alive, was sur- 
rounded by a posse in Oakluppa swamp, Leake 
county, Mississippi, but escaped, a negro pilot- 
ing him. 

Miss Belle McKenzie, the young lady school 
teacher, who was wounded atthe McMillin 
massacre in Choctaw county, died Saturday 
and was buried yesterday, making the fourth 
victim of that horrible butchery.

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., January 18.—In an in- 
terview with Chief Ramsey, of the Order of 
Railroad Telegraphers, who is here to inves- 
tigate the dismissal of several men from the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia service, 
stated that if they did not stop the war- 
fare against the men, he would block every- 
thing. Engineers, firemen and others are, he 
says, only too anxious to quit.

And Searcy and Bass Directed the Banks Not 
to Trade for Them. 


Macon, Ga., January 18.—[{Special.}]—Mr. 
William C. Bass, of Bibb county, and Mr. C. 
R. Searcy, of Monroe county, are twoof the best 
known and most reliable young men in their 
respective counties. Last Friday they gave 
their notes for $125 each to W. T. MaGee & 
Co., payable in stx months. The considera- 
tion wasa contract for commissions on sales of 
the Champion combination slot and wire 
fence, for the manufacture of which MaGee & 
Co. had contracted with J, E. Lowrey, of 
Macon. MaGee & Co. are from Danville, Va. 
Today Searcy and Bass came to Macon, their 
suspicions about MaGee & Co, having become 
aroused, and directed all the banks not to 
trade for their notes. It seemed that Bass and 
Searcy did not like the idea of giving their 
notes and receiving nothing in return, though 
MaGee & Co., assured them that the material, 
etc., for the manufacture of the fence would 
soon reach Macon. Today Bass asked MaGee 
1f his (Bass’s) note was made out to order or to 
MaGee & Co., and MaGee said no, that it was 
made direct to W. T. MaGee. Bass then asked 
MaGee to let him see the note, but MaGee said 
he bad sent itofftothecompany. Later, how- 
ever, Bass found out that MaGee had been to 
the Exchange bank and elsewhere trying to 
trade or shave the notes, and would have suc- 
ceeded if the notes had not been for so long a 
time, six months. MaGee’s efforts to trade 
the notes before Bass and Searcy had obtained 
any value received, is what caused Bass and 
Searcy to tell the banks and newspapers that 
the notes are not good.

BLOWN INTO ATOMS. 


Explosion at Phoenix Powder Mill, in 
West Virginia. 


FIFFY TONS OF POWDER IGNITE 


And: Buildings and Persons Are 
Seen No More. 


FIVE WORKMEN KILLED OUTRIGHT, 


And a Dozen More Fatally Injured—The 
Concussion Felt Twenty-Five Miles 
Away—List of the Casualties, 


CINCINNATI, January 18.—Specials from 
cities near Ceredo, W. Va., tells news of the 
terrific explosion of the Phoenix powder mills, 
which was very destructive to life, this morn- 
ing. Phoenix mill is situated at Central City, 
near Ceredo, and about half way between 
Huntington, W. Va., and Catlettsburg, Ky. 
This is the third explosion at this millin three 
months, and is by all oddsthe most destructive 
one. Thelast one before this happened six 
weeks ago, and was a trifling affair. How 
the awful wreck of today was brought about 
will never be known, because not a soul that 
was in the mill is left alive to tell the story. 

About half-past 8 o’clock this morning people 
in Ironton, twenty-five miles away, heard a 
terrible detonating roar. In Ceredo, three 
miles away, windows were broken and wares 
in stores were shaken from the shelves. In 
Catlettsburg, nearly ten miles away, the earth 
shook and people were alarmed. Everybody 
divined the cause and there was a rush from 
all directions to the scene. 

Local authorities organized and surrounded 
the ruins with a cordon of police, through 
which none of the thousands of spectators 
were permitted to pass. 

It has been ascertained that the first explos- 
ion was in the glazing room, where there were 

on tons of powder. Thus successively the 
packing house, magazine and four wheel mills, 
and, lastly, a carlouad of gunpowder went hurl- 
ing in the fiery fragments through theair. Not 
a vestige of the entire plant remains, and the 
country for half a mile around is strewn with 
fragments of the buildings and of the bodies of 
five men, victims of the disaster. 

The Killed and Injured. 

Itis not known definitely, bat at present 
writing it is believed that no less than thirty- 
five tons of powder were burned in the several 
explosions. The killed are: 

Archie Livingston, a Scotchman, who has 
been superintendent of the mills since they 
started, was blown to atoms. Only his head 
was found. 

Edwinton, architect engineer, who built the 
works, was 1n the magazine when it exploded, 
and, strange to say, his body was very little 
mutilated. 

John Benton, a workman; body horribly 
mangled. 

John Schlosser and Charles Scott, workmen, 
were both terribly mutilated. 

All these are either known or supposed to 
have been in the building when the explosion

The mortally injured are: Robert Cook, a 
glazing mill hand, was approaching the glazing 
room when it blew up. Hisclothing, hair and 
whiskers were burned off. He ran 200 yards 
towards a stream and tumbled in. He -will 
not live till midnight. 

The seriously injured are K. O. Reeves, 
James Esteep and Jobn Justice, who happened 
to be in the vicinity when the explosions oc- 
curred. There isno doubt but that many 
others are slightly injured whose names have 
not been ascertained. 


“BLOWN TO PIECES. 


Natural Gas Demolishes Several Houses in 
Lancaster, Ohio—No Lives Lost. 


CoLtumsvos, O., January 18.—A terrific ex- 
plosion of natural gas, in which a fine resi- 
dence was destroyed, two churches partially 
demolished and about fifty houses damaged, 
in which the family of Judge John S. Brassee 
had a marvellous escape from death or serious 
injury, occurred about 6:30 o’clock, at Lancas- 
ter, O., twenty-five miles south of here. The 
judge was in his study down stairs, in his resi- 
dence, a twepty-room brick structure in the 
center of town, when the explosion occurred, 
while his family were in bed. The house was 
leveled to the ground, aud Judge Brassee was 
thrown about one hundred feet onto a street 
car track, where he was afterwards picked up 
in a dazed condition. 

Mrs. Brassee and two daughters, Clara and 
Anna, and two sons, Charles and Alfred, were 
in bed on the second floor. The sons were 
hurled 150 feet into the Lutheran churchyard, 
while the women were caught by the failing 
roof. They were rescued twenty minutes later 
in their nightclothes, and were found to be cut 
and bruised. There were four servants, who 
luckily escaped with only cuts and bruises.

The Meeting of the Railroad League, to 
Name a Legislative Candidate, 


OVERFLOWED WITH FUN AND SPEECHES, 


And Finally Broke Up Without Doing 
me Anything—Broyles and Martin Were 
the Two Candidates. 


In all its history, the members of the Rail- 
road League tiever had more fun than on last 
night. 

There were bursts of eloquence, bursts of 
laughter, bursts of applause, and finally a gen- 
era) burst up.

A variety of motions were made and voted 


down with great dispatch. 

Colonel Albert Howell moved that the se- 
lection of a candidate be postponed until the 
next meeting. This provoked any number of 
speeches, and the league’s orators disposed of 
a great deal of eloquence on this motion. Fi- 
nally, the motion was voted down, and at 9 
o'clock Chairman Evans announced that nom- 
inations were in order.

The following order was passed : 

The 'Columbus Southern Railroad Company v. 
Wright, comptroller general. 

It is ordered that the above stated case be re- 
argued on the third Monday in February next, 
and that the following questions be submitted to 
counsel for discussion. All counsel interested in 
cases arising under the act of 188, providing for the 
taxation of railroads, whether employed in this 
particular case or not, may file briefs relating to 
the questions here submitted: 

1. lf these railroads in this state which are 
taxed on the basis of their net incomes are re- 
quired by the state to pay the full amount fixed in 
their charters,can any further tax be imposed 
upon them for county purposes’? If not, does any 
defect in tiris law as to taxing them invalidate the 
law? 

2. The charters of certain railroads in this state 
limit the aniount of taxation which can be im- 
posed on their property. If after taxing these 
companies, for state purposes, tothe full extent 
authorized by their charters, the state can consti- 
tutionally impose upon them an additional tax for 
county purposes, will the fact that this act makes 
no provision whatever for imposing county taxes 
on railroads whose property is taxable upon the 
basis of their gross incomes (such as the Augusta 
and Savannah railroad) invalidate this act for 
want of uniformity, in that it does not operate 
upon allthe railroads in the state? (See Sav. & 
Augusta R. R. tax case, 62 Ga. 468.) 

3. There being certain railroad companies (see 62 
Ga. 473, 485,) whose property is taxable up to a 
certain amount in value atthe charter rate, and the 
excess above that amount at the general rate, can 
this act, under the system of returns therin di- 
rected to be made to the comptroller general, be 
applied to this class of railroads? If it cannot, 
how can the act be reconciled with the constitu- 
tion? 

4. There being at least one railroad (the Cen- 
tral), the main line of whichis in one part (At- 
lanta to Macon) subjectto general taxation, and 
in another part (Macon to Savannah) subject to 
taxation limited by its charter, can this act be 
applied to that road? For instance, how can the 
roliing stock be apportioned between the two 
divisions of the road mentioned’? 

5. Can the words, “Fourth, showing the value 
of the company’s property in each county through 
which it runs,”’ used in the first section of the act, 
be construed to mean that the company’s return 
must show separately the value of reality and of 
personality belonging to the company located in 
each county’ Is it not necessary to give them 
this congtruction in order to enforce constitution- 
ally th¢eclieme of taxation provided by the act? 
If they’cannot be s0 construed, how can the act be 
enforced without twice taxing the personal prop- 
erty of the company located in the several coun- 
ties’ 

The following rule was adopted: 

Rule 45. In compliance with the act of Septem- 
ber 7, 1891, criminal cases reaching here durin 
term and before the docket has been closed, will 
be in order for hearing on the tenth day, ex- 
clusive of Sundays, after their arrival.

The Unsecured Creditors of Freeman 
& Crenshaw File a Bill, 


ASKING FOR AN INJUNCTION AND RECEIVER 


But Before the Bill Is Heard the Mortgages 
Are Settled and the Store 
Opened. 


Yesterday afternoon, at 20’clock, the keys 
to Freeman & Crankshaw’s store were turned 
over to Colonel Albert H. Cox, the attorney 
for the firm, by Sheriff Morrow. 

A few minutes later the jewelry store was 
opened and business was begun. 

Mr. Crankshaw was in charge. 

To all inquiries he replied thatthe matter 
had been settled by the mortgageoes taking the 
stock for their claims, and it would be dis- 
posed of by them. 

Across the back of the mortgages, which 
were in the hands of the sheriff, was written: 
‘Settled by taking the stock of Freeman & 
Crankshaw.”’ 

While this settlement was being made an 
application fora receiver was being prepared 
by the attorneys representing the Ansonia 
Clock Company and other unsecured creditors 
of Freeman & Crankshaw. Just about the 
time the keys were turned over to Colonel 
€ox, Judge Clarke was hearing this 
application. After hearing it he 
granted an order restraining the 
mortgagees from disposing of their mortgages 
or notes, and also enjoining them from selling 
the stock of goods of Freeman & Crankshaw. 
Judge Clarke appointed next Saturday to 
hear the application for a receiver. 

When Mr. Walter R. Brown, representing 
the Ansonia Clock Coimmpany, reached Sheriff 
Morrow’s office with Judge Clarke’s restrain- 
ing order, the mortgages had been marked 
settled, and the keys turned over to Colonel 
Cox. 

Clearly the restraining order had come too 
late, and the mortgagees were now 
in possession of the stock of goods. 

About forty thousand dollars of unsecured 
indebtedness of the firm had been left unpro- 
vided for. 

Mr. Brown, Messrs. Culberson & Hunt, and 
Bishop & McWhorter went to work to annul 
the transfer of the stock to the holders of the 
mortgages. 

An amendmentto the orignal bill for in- 
junction and receiver was at once pvepared 
and presented to Judge Clarke about 4:30 
o’clock. 

The ainendment was slightly sensational in 
the assertions made concerning the transfer. It 
referred to the transfer as 4 ‘‘scheme”’ which 
would leave the unsecured creditors out 
altogether. In the bill it was alleged that the 
holders of the mortgages were ali related to 
Mr. Freeman, a member of the firm. Mrs. 
Leila P. Freeman, who held two of the mort- 
gages, was the wife of Mr. Freeman; Mrs. 
Fannie F. Iverson was his sister, Mr. Robert 
J. Lowry, of the Lowry Banking Company, 
who held a mortgage for more than $11,000, 
was a brother-in-law; Mr. T. D. Meador, vice 
president of the same bank, was a brother-in- 
law; Mr. J. H. Porter, of the Merchants’ 
bank, which held a large mortgage, 
was also a brother-in-law of Mr. 
Freeman. The mortgages were attacked on 
the further ground that they contained attor- 
neys’ fees, which wasin violation of a recent 
act of the legislature. The petitioners prayed 
that the sale of tle stock be set aside. 

Judge Clarke granted an order restraining 
the mortgagees from disposing of the stock, 
and armed with this Mr. Walter R. Brown 
had the store closed about 6 o’clock last 
night. 

The bill for a receiver will be heard before 
Judge Clarke next Saturday, if a settlement 
is not nade in the meantime.

The Richmond Terminal Management. 
Whenever we have been satisfied that such 
assistance as has been asked by the RKich- 
mond Terminal company has been clearly 
for the interest of the people and for the 
benefit of the section in which the system 
operates, we have never hesitated to render 
aid. : 
, Whenever we believed that any work of 
the system was not for the benefit of the 
public, we have likewise entered protest. 
Several months ago we had reason to think 
that the railroads were not acting fairly to- 
ward the people in their coal rates. We 
entered emphatic protest, and soon after a 
reasonable adjustment was effected. At 
another time we felt that it was an injustice 
to the people of the section in which the 
road operated that its headquarters should be 
out of close reach of the patronage of the 
road, and pointed out wherein great incon- 
venience and annoyance resulted therefrom. 
The system made a move to meet this objec- 
tion, and now, after its nominal! headquarters 
have been fixed in Atlanta for several months, 
we take occasion to say that the people are 
not satisfied with what has been done on 
this line. The nominal headquarters of the 
system are in Atlanta, but the real head- 
quarters of the Richmond and Danville, as 
well as of the Terminal system, is in New 
York, 

The officials in Atlanta, who are nominally 
in charge of thé Richmond and Danville, 
are harder to approach for practical results 
than when the offices were elsewhere. 
Major Greene is an admirable general man- 
ager, and the system could not find a better 
one. But the trouble about his office is that 


‘his authority, and that of the other high 


officials in Atlanta, has been so circumscribed 
that New York has to be resorted to, after 
all, in most matters pertaining to the busi- 
ness of the road, which should be transacted 
in Atlanta, if this city was the real head- 
quarters. 

The trouble is, the Terminal company is 
trying torun this great property with the 
head man, who has special charge of its op- 
erations, living in New York in handy reach 
of Wall street. This will always work to 
the disadvantage of the road and the people. 
It is very well for the president of the Ter- 
minal system to have his headquarters in 
New York, for his duties are, or ought to be, 
only financial. But the president of the 
Richmond and Danville, or such officer of 
the Terminal as has first charge of operating 
the roads of the system, ought to be a man 
thoroughly versed in railroad management 
in all its details, and, above all things, ought 


to be located on the line, and as near as | 


possible in the center of the system. 

We call the attention of the new manage- 
ment to this state of affairs, and we deem it 
proper to say that it is the duty of the man- 
agement of the road, if it desires to make 
this great property a success, and we have no 
doubt of that, that it should give this im- 
portant question serious and favorable con- 
sideration. 

No system has yet been successfully op- 
erated, either in the west or in the south, 
whose officers in charge of operations were 
located away from its lines. It has been 
tried in several instances and failed. The 
Jast venture of this kind in the south was 
that of the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia road, and when it was forced to a 
change it made a great mistake in moving 
its headquarters to Cincinnati instead of to 
Chattanooga—the center of its system. 

Atlanta is the natural center of the Rich- 
mond and Danville system, and the president 
of the company ought to be located here. 
These are facts which we commend to the 
consideration of the new management, and 
the sooner they are considered and acted 
upon, the better it will be for the system, not 
to speak of the advantage that would be 
gained by the patrons of the road. — 


Edison’s New Warfare. 

If this country goes to war with Chile it 
is possible that Thomas A. Edison, the 
world-renowned inventor, will take a hand 
in the racket, and in that event there will 
be some developments that will astonish 
mankind in general, and paralyze _ the 
Chileans in particular. 

In an interview with a New York World 
reporter, the other day, Mr. Edison said that 
electricity would soon play a bigger part in 
warfare than powder and dynamite. With 
only twenty-five men the inventor says that 
he can make a fort impregnable. His idea is 
to place in each fort an alternating machine 
of 20,000 volts capacity. One wire would 
be grounded. A man would govern a stream 
of water of about four hundred pounds pres- 
sure to the square inch, with which the 20,- 
000 volts alternating current would be con- 
nected. By turning this stream of water on 
the enemy as they advanced it would mow 
them down. Every man touched by the 
water would complete the circuit, set the 
full force of the alternating current, and 
never know what had happened to him. 
Men trying to take the fort by assault, 
though they numbered tens of thousands, 
would be cut down without a chance to es- 
cape. They might walk around the fort, 
but they could never take it. By modifying 

the current, the defenders of the fort could 
merely stun their enemies, and then make a 
sally and pick up afew gross of stupefied 
and limp generals and colonels to hold for 
ransom, while the others could be left to re- 
cover, or be killed by another current. 
Mr, Edison says that all this is no guess 
work, He got his idea some years ago, 
when wires loaded with heavy electric

down streamseof water crossing the wires. 
He tried an experiment ona cat, and both 
he and the cat found out that the theory 
was a dead sure thing. 

Of course it would be easier to equip our 
forts in this way for defense against foreign 
invaders, but Mr. Edison is satisfied that he 
can also utilize electricity in an offensive 
war in which we are the invaders of a for- 
eign country. Give hima little time, and 
he will fix upa number of electrical ma- 
chines that will double up the ‘‘shoestring 
republic,’’ and perhaps leave it a desert. 
Great is Science, and Edison is its Prophet! 


The Railroad Situation. 

The Central railroad was leased to the 
Georgia Pacific with the distinct understand- 
ing all around, and among all the parties, 
that it would develop Georgia’s great sea- 
port, and be the means of opening an im- 
portant south Atlantic port in our state to 
western produce for export, and to import 
goods for the west and the great northwest. 

It is probably putting it too strong to say 
our people were deceived, but itis not say- 
ing too much to record the fact that we were 
fooled. Wedonot know why it is, but the 
fact has become transparent that instead of 
the lease of this road helping our southern 
port itis hurting it. The old Central is 
losing business. We find that freight that 
used to come over the Savannah and 
Western to our great port glides over the 
Georgia Pacific and finally nestles in the 
bosom of West Point, Va. Savannah is the 
loser and West Point the gainer. 

This may be the result of wire twisting to 
help outside transactions—we are unable to 
say, but this much we do know, and we are 
prepared to say it, and swear to it, 
The people’ of Georgia will not 
submit to it. If the lease 
of the Central cannot be operated in 
any other way, then the sooner the status 
quo is resumed the better for all parties. 
It never could have been leased except on 
positive assurance that it would be operated 
to help build up the property, and more es- 
pecially our seaports. 

Now, from now on THE CONSTITUTION 
will insist on a complete compliance with 
the lease contract. If the Terminal com- 
pany cannot comply with it then let the 
Central resume its original position. We 
will promise one thing, it will not be oper- 
ated to help outside ports and outside real 
estate speculations, 


Tariff Reform and the McKinley Law. 

One of our state exchanges, The Eatonton 
Messenger, complains with some degree of 
bitterness that THE CONSTITUTION ‘‘con- 
fines its little speeches to attacks on the Mc- 
Kinley law, and not on protection per se.’’ 
This confirms our suspicion that there are a 
number of editors throughout the country 
who are the victims of a phrase. We all re- 
member how the good old lady went home 
from the meetin’ house and had a severe at- 
tack of hysterics over ‘‘that blessed word 
Messopotamia.”’ It isa resonant word when 
given out and dwelt on with unction, and 
her simple mind found in it all the pathos to 
melt a wounded spirit to tears. 

With less excuse than the good old lady, 
certain editors profess to find more comfort 
in the phrase ‘tariff reform’’ than she 
found in the blessed word ‘‘Messopotamia.”’ 
To their minds the phrase seems to repre- 
sent some awful entity before which the 
democratic party should bow in reverence. 
It has ceased to 1nean what it was intended 
to mean, and thus our Eatonton contempo- 
rary lifts up its voice and says that attacks 
on the McKinley bill are not attacks on pro- 
tection, ‘per se.’’ ‘‘Per se” is excellent, 
but its employment shows that our amiable 
critic threatens to slip on the thin ice of his 
argument and give his fundamental princi- 
ples. a jolt from which they will not recover 
until after the election. We have herea 
case of mental influenza, the symptoms of 
which are a rush of nonsense to the head 
and pangs and rigors in the umbilical 
regions. 

We are invited to view the landscape o’er, 
and discover that the McKinley law is doing 
no harm, while protection ‘‘per se’’ is paw- 
ing the earth and ravaging the country side, 
But the spectacle fails to materialize. Pro- 
tection ‘‘per se’’ would be a vapor indeed if 
it failed to find embodiment in the McKin- 
ley law or some such legislative enactment. 
It is the result of the McKinley law that is 
oppressing the taxpayers; before the Mc- 
Kinley law it was the tariff of 1883; prior to 
that it was the Morrill war tariff. Our 
friend of The Messenger may rest assured 
that but for its active legislative form pro- 
tection ‘‘per se’’ would do nobody any barm. 
When soldiers go to war they do not usually 
shoot their guns in the air. We shall have 
a hilarious time in our projected Chilean 
enterprise if the captains of our cruisers, in- 
stead of aiming at some target that presents 
itself, conclude to fire at Chile ‘‘per se.’’ It 
would be an amazing spectacle to hear them 
exclaim, ‘‘E Pluribus Unum,’’ and see them 
proceed to bombard the sky line instead of 
turning their guns on the Chilean warships, 

The mere repetition of the phrase ‘‘tariff 
reform’’ can accompiish nothing, and to at- 
tack protection ‘‘per se’’ is to fire off a blank 
cartridge. The active form and principle of 
protection at this time is the McKinley law. 
If the democratic party can get into power 
through attacks on that measure, it will 
have ample opportunity to attack protection 
‘‘ner se,’’ and it will never have that oppor- 
tunity until it does get into power. The 
McKinley law is the definite and most 
finished result of protection, and an attack 
on that law is really the most effective attack 
on protection. 

There are many democratic editors who 
cannot understand this simple fact. Th 
have magnified the meaning of ‘‘tariff re- 
form’’ into something larger than ‘‘Messgo- 
potamia,’’ and they cannot conceive that it 
involves so natural and commonplace a pro- 
ceduré as an attack on the McKinley law. 
Yet it stands to reason that even these edi- 
tors cannot have tariff reform and the Mc. 
Kinley law at the same time. The McKin- 
ley law presents the vital and active forces 
of protection in full operation. The tariff 
reformer who doesn’t care to attack that law 
should haul down his colors and tuck them 
under the bed.

And the Mysteries About Safe Blowings 
Seem Solved. 


BURGLARIES AND OTHER DEEDS 


That Are Traced to Him—His Escape from

The Rockmart and other safe-blowing mys- 
teries of the past few weeks have undoubtedly 
been solved. 

Tom Davis, a burglar of state notoriety, wag 
caught in Birmingham yesterday. 

He is wanted in several places, but Macon 
county has the strongest claim, in view of hig 
escape from the jail there. 

For more than two years a search has been 
going on for him, and the successful work wags 
that of Captain Couch and his force of 
detectives. 

Three years ago, a safe was blown open very 
skillfully in Rockmart. The drawer was car. 
ried away and hidden under a trestle near by. 
Davis was arrested and he confessed to having 
done the work. 

Then a large number of burglaries were 
traced to his hands, and Macon county secured 
the young negro, andin the superior court gave 
him a sentence of a long term of years. 

In a few days he had broken loose in the 
boldest manner possible, sawing his way ont 
and eluding a pack of bloodhounds and officers 
who followed him.

THE NEW YORK MARKET, 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, January 18.--The stock market to- 
day wasinthe hands of the bearish element almost 
from the opening to the close, and there is a material 
deciine in quotations since Saturday afternoon. The 
market throughout was very feverish, with considera- 
ble pressure from room-traders and from the bulls who 
have joined the bear movement.

NEW YORK, January 18.—The Liverpool market this 
morning opened slichtly lower, but before the close 
had recovered the demand and was 1-64d better than 
on Saturday. Spot sales 8,000 bales. The cause of the 
improvement, so our cables advise, in addition to the 
light receipts at the American ports on Saturday, is 
the exceedingly small Bombay movement for the half 
week ending today. Receipts are only 11,000 bales, 
against 24,000 bales last year, while the total move- 
ment since January 1 is 55,060 bales, against 108.000 
bales. It now seems probable that a vacuum 0: at 
least half million bales will be ercated by the deficiency 
of the East India crop, as American cotton at present 
prices is far more profitable to spinners than East 
India growth. This isa very important factor. Our 
own market has been quiet. Opening at an advance 
of 4 points it gradually improved, and at 1 o’clock 
showed a gain of 12 points es compared with Satur- 
day’s prices. The advance has been unaccompanied 
by an excitement, and is the result purely of pruden- 
tial buying on the part of the shorts and the inyest-

ment demand, which has resulted from the very light 


receipts. The port movement for the day will be 
about 23,000 bales, against 32,000 bales last year. The 
week’s movement is estimated by good authorities at 
120,000 bales. Memphis receipts promise to be only 
1,000 bales, against 4,000 bales last year, and at that 
market competent authorities advise a probable fall- 
ing off of fully Cé per cent in the receipts for the week, 
If these estimates are verified conjectural crop esti- 
mates will be disregarded. Today seems to have erased 
from the minds of many some of the crop estimates 
put forward last week. After 1 o’clock the markct 
continued to improve gradually, closing firm at the 
highest of the day and about 17 points over Saturday 
evening. Receipts at the four interior towns of Mem- 
phis, Augusta, St. Louis and Cincinnati are 2,065 bales, 
against }7,408 bales last year. Estimates of the total 
interior movement for the week are 26,000 to 29,000 
bales, against 58,000 bales. The market today was cpon- 
spicuous for its steadiness. The rumors of probable 
war with Chili, which had a very pronounced effect 
on the New York stock exchange, were entirely disre- 
regarded in the cotton market, and receipts remain, 
as they are likely to continue, the controlling influence.

General Capers, Who Died in Charleston 
Recently. 


RESOLUTIONS PASSED BY ATLANTA VETS. 


A Touching Tribute to the Memory of 
Their Old Instructor and Brave Leader, 
W ho Has Crossed the River. 


The death of General F. W. Capers, in 
Charleston, recently, mention of which has al- 
ready been made in Tug ConsTiTuTION, has 
caused much sorrow to the hearts of his old 
pupils who were instructed by him at the old 
Georgia Military institute, and who followed 
him off to war in later years. 

When. the armies began their marching 
through Georgia, General Capers was superin- 
tendent of the Georgia Military institute at 
Marietta, an old institution forsaken now, but 
standing yet upon the brow of a hill over- 
looking the pretty little city of Marietta--a 
relic of the dead, undying Dixie of long ago. 

In May, 1864, while the armies were gath- 
ered in the valley beneath the Cohutta moun- 


tains, near Dalton, the Georgia Cadets were 
mustered into service- under General Capers, 

The boys were enthusiastic, and General 
Capers wasin bouyant spirits as their com- 
mander. 

In war they were in many a hard fight— 
gallant and brave, with as gallant and brave 
a leader as ever led men to the _ battle 


front. 

There are very many of Genera! Capers’s old 
boys from the Georgia. Military institute here 
in Atlanta. They loved him once. They 
honor the memory of his gallantry and valor 
now. 

At a recent gathering of the ex-cadets of 
the old Virginia military institate, a commit- 
tee was appointed to prepare resolutions to 
his respect. Following are the resoluttons: 

ATLANTA, Ga., January 15, 1892.—We, the ex- 
cadets of the old Georgia Military institute, have 
learned recentlyjof the death of our f rmer 
superintendent of the institute, and our com 
mander in the confedérate army. 

Such news tous gives sorrow to our hearts. 
With tender feelings we reinember him as the 
superior officer at the Georgia Military institute, 
while we were cadets. We cherishin our memo- 
riea his many deeds of kindness to us, treating us 
and caring for us like a father, speaking of and to 
the cadets familiarly, many times as ‘‘my boys,” 
and at the saine time exercising a command and 
discipline as a dignified officer, with a grandeur of 
mien, which won and held our confidence in him 
as a man, and animated every cadet with the true 
courage and military spirit which makes loving 
obedience to a commander. 

Serving as our immediate commanding officer, 
he was ever coo! and courageous, brave as any 
who ever went to battle, his own calm and cool de- 
meanor serving as an example for “his boys’’ to 
have no fear, and giving tothem confidence and 
true courage as soldiers. He was kind to “his 
boys,’’ and careful of their wants and needs, and 
of their comforts and safety. A good and brave 
man has gone. 

We are sorry that circumstances have so placed 
us that we have not been able to live nearer to him 
and with him since the war. 

With a profound and sincere sorrow we learn 
of his death. He bas gone from us now. He is 
at peace and rest forever. We can teel an assur- 
ance that his brave spirit is with the blessed ones, 
and we can only say larewel!l, noble soul, farewell! 
Dear old commander, farewell }j 

We tender our sincere syinpathies to his family 
who are thus bereaved. : 

We feel sure that we are but voicing the feel- 
ings and sentiments of all the former cadets of 
the old Georgia Military Institute, whether pres- 
pnt here now with us or absent, wherever they 
inay be, and especially those who were under 
Major Capers at the institute~and in the army, 
and we assume and undertake to represent 
them in thus giving expression to our sympathies 
and our common sorrow. ‘
